Occasion, therefore, wTas taken afresh 
at the White House to emphasize that the results of the Wahing- 
Conference outstrip immeasurably any concrete results, however 
important, achieved here. 
The White House this week has had still other corroborative 
evidence on that score. 
It comes from a European described as 
“one of the most distinguished statesmen in the world and wisest 
commentators on history/' 
The description fits 
Lord 
Bryce. 
Whoever it is, he, has just written an American friend in eloquent 
praise of the Conference, declaring the things already accom­ 
plished “would mark an epoch in the progress of human affairs.” 
Elihu Root, in private conversation, gives expression to pre­ 
cisely the same thought. 
The American delegate says it is the 
new “tendency” the Conference has introduced in world affairs 
that will count and last. 
The President made known that immediately after the Con­ 
ference's adjournment there will be submitted to the Senate for 
consideration and ratification all the treaties and agreements the 
Conference adopts. 
They will be submitted en bloc and at the 
earliest possible moment.^

‘*\\Tiat kind of jellies and marma­ 
lades can be made with fruits

Apple Jelly: 
Cut thhe apples in 
quarters, not removing 
cores, 
and 
barely cover with boiling water; let 
simmer undisturbed 
until 
tender, i 
then turn into a jelly bag and 
let 
drip for several hours. 
For I quart • 
of this strained apple juice set aside j 
3 cup of granulated sugar. 
H eat the 
sugar slightly in the oven. 
Put the 
juice into the preserving kettle,bring j 
to a boil, let continue to boil for fif­ 
teen minutes, add the warmed sugar 
and let boil until two drops will form 
at once on the edge of a spoon when I 
a little of the juice is held high in 
the air and dripped back into 
tho 
kettle 
(this is 
called the 
“jelly | 
test’’.) 
Then turn at once into hot 
glasses which hav0 been boiled 
ten 
minutes—“sterilized”—in clear water. 
Let cool before covering with melted 
paraffine. 
Apple-Mint Jelly: Use above recipe 
in every detail, except add I teaspoon 
of dried m int leaves—this comes In 
packages at most grocery stores—to 
the 
apple juice 
just 
before 
the 
warmed sugar is added to it; let it 
boil 15 
minutes, 
strain it to elimi­ 
n a te the m int leaves, then return the 
Juice to the kettle and add the sugar. 
Prune Marmalade: 
Soak and cook 
5 pounds of prunes until

tender. Then cool, remove stones and 
1 chop fine.
